Mr. and Mrs. James Webb of Win- 
ter Park, Fla„ are in a critical con- 
dition at Woodstock Memorial hos- 
pital as the result of injuries re- 
ceieved in an automobile accident 
near that city while they were on 
their way to Antioch to visit the son, 
Robert Webb and family. 

The Webbs, formerly of '> Antioch,' 
were making .their first trip -to 
their home village In" two" years and 
had been on the ' way. six days, de- 
touring west of the mountains and 
avoiding city traffic. 

At the intersection of Rtes. 47 and 
14, Mr. Webb, according to police, 
drove in front of the car of a Wil- 
mette, HI., driver and was struck 
with the 'result that the Webb car 
crashed into a ■telephone pole, 

Mrs. Webb was (tossed so -that her 
head crashed through the windshield 
and Mr. Webb was thrown with ter- 
rific force against the steering 
wheel. The other driver 1 was un- 
hurt, 

.Mrs. Webb suffered a compound 
fracture of one leg and a broken, 
shoulder; a deep cut in one leg and 
a cut on the -face. 

Mr. Webb, who is 81 years old, 
suffered a broken. hip, ~a fracture of 
both sides of his jaw arid his nose; 
and a broken rob which punctured 
his lung. It Is also thought that 
the blow to his chest' caused a blood 
clot near the heart. 

Because of their advanced age 
recovery will be extremely difficult, 
it is said, and word from the hos- 
pital Is that their condition is un- 
improved. ;

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Where the Customer Is Wrong 

"In a Communist department store, the customer 
is mostly wrong." 

That wry observation was made by Wall Street 
Journal correspondent Mitchell Gordon, after he had 
visitied one of the large state-owned department 
stores in Soviet East Germany. The wares wore fewy 
costly and shoddy— a 10-lnch TV set was offered at 
1,300 East Marks, which represents four months' pay 
for the average factory worker, and people stood In 
long lines for an opportunity to buy light bulbs on a 
two-only-to-a-customer basis. There were no • esca- 
lators, and only one small, slow elevator. There was 
no' complaint department — and when a customer did 
remonstrate about some difficulty he was all but 
thrown out bodily by salespeople. Of course, as Mr. 
Gordon observed, "The customer can always take his 
business elsewhere— to another state-owned store." 

This may seem incomprehensible to the American 
housewife. She is used to the utmost courtesy and 
attention, whether 'she patronizes a , big store or <a 
small one, a chain or an independent, and if she 
doesn't get it she goes elsewhere. She is conditioned 
to the best in sanitation and displays. She expects 
to find large and varied stocks, and she isn't dis- 
appointed. And the prices charged for all 'the neces- 
sities and most of the luxuries as well are within the 
means of the average family. 

Why should there be such a vast difference 
between a privately-owned American store and a 
socialized communist store? Monopoly, and most es- 
pecially government monopoly, always makes for 
scarcity, high prices, and .indifference. Free competi- 
tion makes for abundance, the lowest possible prices, 
and excellent service all along the line. 

Menace at Sea 

Representative Vinson, Che chairman of the 
House Armed Services Committee, recently warned 
that Russia is concentrating on building a major naval 
force, with the latest -types of combat ships, - He 
said, "We know that Russia is far ahead of us in the 
latest type submarines," and that "we must and will 
have the naval power" to meet Russia's threat. 

In an editorial on the subject, the South Bend, 
Ind., Tribune said, "In any future war, the Reds 
would concentrate on knocking out or at least slow- 
ing American and 'British life lines around the world. 
The obvious instrument for this sort of effort, ac- 
cording to the Navy is "the submarine. Used effec- 
tively, the U-boat can be a grave menace to nations 
using the sea lanes. . . . 

"Anti-submarine weapons will have to be sup- 
plied in great quantities to offset the Soviet ascen- 
dancy." . " 

In addition, the grim realities of this situation 

make it essential that wc have something more than 

the best anti-sumba"rlne weapons, vital as those are. 

That something 'is ! a modern merchant marine, of

adequate size, along with the necessary shipbuild- 
ing facilities. "No matter how excellent our submar- 
ine defense, losses of merchant vessels would be in- 
evitable. We must be able to replace them as heed- 
ed. And we mU3t have up-to-date ships which would 
have the best chance of surviving in submarine In- 
fested waters. 

We can't depend on foreign-flag merchant marines 
for this. It's up to us. 

* * * 

Tlmo for a New Look 

The Bellingham, Wash., Herald, points out edi- 
torially that practical hydroelectric power sites in the 
region are becoming fewer. Yet the need for large 
additional amounts of electricity remains. Conse- 
quently, the paper says, "It is not impossible that 
coal, of which the state has an abundance — though 
the industry has been in a decline for several years 
—will be given a new look as the problem becomes 
more acute. In fact, the lime for a critical look Is 
here." 

. Here is "another illustration of coal's Importance. 
Major hydroelectric sites are, for the most part, far 
from the principal. centers of Industry and population. 
All hydroelectric power production is subject to the 
vagaries of weather. Steam power from coal suffers 
from none of these disadvantages. And there is no 
danger of the coal running out — there Is enough for 
countless years. Putting It another way', even 
though 500,000,000 tons of soft coal have been mined 
annually, on -the average, since 1910, the coal still in 
the ground amounts to about 95 per cent of the orlg- 
intal total reserve. 

By 1959, estimates hold, power production will 
take more than 167,000,000 tons of coal a year — double 
that of 1949. A leading chemical concern has called 
coal "the greatest source of cheap and firm electric 
power that can be created by any company today." 
Yes, coal is still essential, and the great industry 
that produces it is still basic.

Education Professor 

ANN ARBOR, Mich.— The school 
of the future will be In session 
oU-year-round, seven days a week, 
predicts a University of Michigan 
educator. 

Prof. Max Wlngo, of the Univer- 
sity's School of Education claims 
that the 12-month development is 
almost bound to come about in 
answer to social pressures which 
are demanding that some now neg- 
lected .services to youth be met, 
"The school of the near future will 
have to take over some of these 
services or face the consequences," 
he warns. 

He charges that in the last gen- 
eration the school has resisted just 
about every effort to Increase its 
responsibilities. "In the initial' 
stages it balked at feeding children 
at noon, at driver's -training, and 
at offering recreational programs. 
The assumption of these responsi- 
bilities was forced on the schools 
by a~ great groundswell of social 
necessity. The school simply hasn't 
been able to' resist so powerful 
a force. We do teach teen-agers to 
drive cars now, we have increased 
our vocational departments, and in 
my Judgment we will continue to 
do. so," the professor declares. 

But there's still a vast area of 
necessary services — complex and 
controversial Issues— now for the 
most part by-passed by the schools 
and other social Institutions. 
. Professor Wlngo asks who is 
going to give Instruction in the 
physiological, emotional and ethi- 
cal aspects of sex behavior? Who 
Is going to take systematic respon- 
sibility for maintaining the health 
of our younger generation? Who 
is going to be responsible for sys- 
tematic religious instruction? Who 
is going to help children develop 
worthwhile avocational interests 
and skills? 

If the school does not,- he warns, 
it will become increasingly re- 
moved from the people.

Pfcswe AoHoeh 41 
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Panama Is Land 
Of Much Variety, 
Vivid Contrasts 

WASHINGTON — Panama, the 
country shaken by the assassina- 
tion of Its President, la a land of 
variety and contraat. 

Culturally Latin, the 29,140- 
gquare mile country la called the 
bridge of the world, bestriding 
a narrow S*shnpcd Isthmus that 
connects North and Central Amor- 
lea with South America. The 10- 
mile-wide Panama Canal Zone di- 
vides the republic itself into two 
parts. 

Spanish la the official language 
and architecture, dress and cus- 
toms bear colorful witness to the 
nation's Hispanic past. 

The Panama Canal Zone covers 
a 552-squarc mile strip under per- 
petual lease to the United States. 
It is North American in character. 
The United States acts as employ- 
er, landlord, doctor, butcher, bak- , 
er, hotel-keeper, recreational di- 
rector and laundryman. 

Panama stands as the youngest 
American republic— some of its 
territory Is unexplored. Yet It 
was the site of the first Spanish 
colony on the mainland of the 
New World. 

In 1502, Columbus explored the 
Caribbean coast of Panama and 
established a colony at Portobelo. 
Spain maintained Jurisdiction until 
1821, when Panama became a part 
of the Independent Gran Colom- 
bia federation. The little nation 
did not gain full independence un- 
til 1003. 



Survey Indicates 
Men Weakest Sex 

CHICAGO — Here we go again, 
men. 

A nationwide survey released 
recently shows that more men are 
hospitalized than women, so who's 
the weaker sex? 

This is true despite the fact 
that one-sixth of all persons ad- 
mitted to hospitals in one year 
were pregnant women. 

A survey by the Bureau of Medi- 
cal Economic Research showed 
that on one day In 1953 there 
were 1,206.592 persons in 6,539 of. 
the natiorVs 6,840 registered hos- 
pitals. This included 642,156 men' 
and 564,426 women— or 77,720 more 
men than women. 

And, fellows, Frank G. Dickin- 
son, director of the bureau, says 
the higher hospitalization rates of 
males "strongly Implies that they 
are the sicklier and more hospi- 
talized sex." However, the survey 

gave no definite reason for the 
excess, 

A breakdown of the totals 
showed that even in the child- 
bearing years of life, between 15 
and 44, men exceeded women in 
hospitals by 13,000. At ages 45-64 
the excess was over 51,000, but 
after 65 it dropped to 2,000. 



Boy Collects for 
Offer Made in 1886 

CHICAGO— A Muskegon (Mich.) 
boy, David Pyle, 9, came to Chi- 
cago recently to collect a one-dol- 
lar reward tor finding in Lake 
Michigan a bottle which had 
bobbed in its waters for nearly 
70 years. 

Back In 1886, the Chicago Drain- 
age and Water Supply System 
used bottles, tossed Into the lake 
and containing post cards, to 
trace the lake's currents. Find- 
ers of the corked bottles were 
asked to mall back the post cards, 
thus giving city officials a clue to 
the currents. Finders were prom- 
ised a dollar reward. 

Although David's find was many 
years late — the offer expired Jan- 
uary 1, 1807— City officials de- 
cided to reward him. They in- 
vited the boy and his parents, 
Don and Jean Pyle, for the pres- 
entation.

WASHINGTON— For uncounted 
centuries the siesta has Influenced' 
government, business, International 
trade, war, rebellion, family life 
and human, health across a largo 
slice of th'o world. 

Cost Rica's shortlived military 
flare-up loft ample time for sol- 
diers to take their afternoon snooze 
along -front lines, according to 
news pictures. In Madrid last year, 

' proposals to abolish the siesta 
erupted into heated controversy. 
It was the Spanish who. named 
the siesta, taking' the word from 
the Latin scxta hora, sixth hour 
after dawn, noon. But the cus- ' 
tomary habit of sleeping through 

, the head of midday was not a 

- Spanish Invention. 

Pharoahs napped In palaces by 
the Nile. Centurion's of Rome 

- snored, during the blazing hours 

• In North African and Near East .' 
Lands, Moors brought the custom 
to the Alhambra and Granada and 
found the Spaniards already doz- 
, Ing. Spanish conquistadors In turn 
, took siestas In the Aztec halls of . 
Montezuma and the ■ fortresses of 
the Inca. 

Today whole cities and countries 
shut up shop while the sun Is high 
and hottest/- From noon ur.til four 
o'clock in some lands, all business 
stops and men sleep. 

From 12:15 until 1:45 in Cludad 
Trujillo, capital of the Dominican 
Republic, a cabatlcro could shoot 
a rifle up or down most of the 
main streets with little danger of i 
hitting anybody. Then an electric / 
fire siren shatters the silence to 
warn siesta-takers that it's almost 
time to go to work again. 

Mexico's capital, bursting at the ' 
seams, has largely done away with 
its noon-time nap, partly because 
public transportation was ' not up 
to taking the bread winning popula- 
tion back and forth between homo" 
and working place four times a 
day. 
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Device 6n Planes 
Spots Submarines 

BTJRBANK, Calif. — Sub 
sighted, sank same." 

This message may one day come 
from a U, S. Navy Neptune air- 
plane equipped with new "divining 
rods" to locate submarines hiding 
beneath the sea. The long, pointed 
tall which appeared recently on 
the Neptune has a special appara- 
tus which can' spot '" underwater 
vessels.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska — Eskimo 
seal hunters at Point Barrow on 
the northern tip of North America 
have been 'having walrus trouble.'

'Today Ernest Kignak and a few 
others' saw a walrus. Day after 
day men would go out and most, 
every -man would come home 
empty, Walrus is an' enemy to 
seals, that's why the seals don't 
hang around, 'no matter how good 
the ice could bo, ,, 

"The people here wish to see . 
this walrus go away or be killed. 
A very same thing had happened 
to this village one time In 1939. 
People would be' short of seals, 
then, too." 



Water Pistol Used 
To Test Steam Pipes..

Car Motor Ailments 



An automobile engine analyzer 
that can detect the ailment of the 
motor has been exhibited by So- 
cony-Vacuum. 

The analyzer weighs about 60 
pounds and looks like a portable TV 
set, in fact, it was a picture tube 
which throws on the screen differ- 
ent patterns which indicate whether 
there is trouble or not. 

Attached to the ignition system, It 
can indicate whether there are 
fouled spark plugs, burned out dis- 
stribution points, worn distributor 
camshaft, or any other of a possible 
65 different kinds of engine troubles. 
This can -be done in about 60 sec- 
onds. 

In one car it detected a, short cir- 
cuit which had eluded mechanics 
for months, caused periodically by 
the float of a gasoline gauge when it 
reached a certain fuel level. 

The machine will be manufac- 
tured by Allen B. Dumont Labora- 
tories Clufton, N. J., under a licens- 
ing agreement with Socony-Vacu- 
um.

Buddy Poppy Sales to 

Be Held Here May 20-21 

It was but a dream some 30 years 
ago, but today the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars National Home for wid- 
ows and orphans at Eaten Rapids, 
Mich., stands as a llvjn? memorial 
to citizens all over th* nation who 
saw fit to "honor the dead by help- 
ing the living." The Home receives 
most of its funds from the annua] 
Buddy Poppy sale which is held 
throughout the country each year. 
Post 4551 of Antioch has announced 
that it will conduct it.-- local sale 
here on May 20-21. 

The VJ\W. National Home is truly 
a unique establishment, because in 
fact, it is not a home nor an orphan- 
age, in the terms that such institu- 
tions are generally thought of. It 
is a small city in itself — a children's 
city. Here the children live in mod- 
ern homes, like other normal homes. 
They live in family groups of six to 
ten children, to each home, cared for 
and gurded by their own house 
mothers. 

They sit down at their own din- 
ner table, with their own family 
group. The children have house- 
hold chores, such as cooking for the 
girls and outside maintenance for 
the boys. Busses carry them to the 
city of Eaton Rapids for schooling in 
the public schools, and they attend 
the church of their own choosing. 
As one magazine writer recently put 
it, "They lead a more normal life 
than children who really have their 
own homes." 

This is not surprising, for since 
the inception in 1925 of its home for 
orphans of veterans, the V.F.W. has 
been determined that this should not 
be just another orphanage. Estab- 
lished on a beautiful 640 acre tract 
of land, the home has managed to 
grow with the times. The original 
farm house that was the beginning, 
still stands, but is now surrounded 
by 31 modern brick homes capable 
of housing more than 250 widows 
and orphans. 

In addition there is a community 
center, library, swimming pool, nor- 
sery, guest house, hospital, dental 
clinic, athletic field and a complete- 
ly equipped modern farm. There is 
also a commissary where each house 
does its own shopping for its own 
food, enabling both boys and girls to 
learn the value of money. The same 
goes for clothes. There are no uni- 
forms, but instead a modern store 
where each child, with the help of 
the house mother, picks out his or 
her own clothes. Each item is 
priced and each child has so much 
to spend. 

While the children at the home re- 
ceive a small allowance, each is 
given an opportunity to work around 
"Children's City" for extra money. 
Many of the boys work on the farm 
or do odd jobs around the house to 
earn extra funds, while the girls can 
do <the same by helping their house 
mother or doing other work in the 
community. 

The Ladies Auxiliary has contrib- 
uted immcasureably to the success 
of the home. The Auxiliary raised 
funds for the hospital, nursery, com- 
munity center and more recently the 
beautiful new chapel and guest 
lodge. 

"Children'3 City" has become such 
an integral part of the State of 
Michigan that last year, Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams set aside one day 
to honor the Home. On hand to 
help the governor pay homage was 
movie star Hopalong Cassidy and 
more than 5,000 school children in 
the area. 

Like their fathers who sacrificed 
so much, more than 120 graduates 
of "Children's City" have gone on 
to serve their country in World War 
II and the Korean conflict. 

The VJ\W. National Home for 
Widows and Orphans is indeed a 
unique and worthy project, and 
Commander Robert Strang of V. F. 
W. Post No. 4551 has asked that citi- 
zens of this community do their 
small part to carry on this project 
by wearing a Buddy Poppy on May 
20-21.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
HOUSE AND LOT NUMBERS 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE FIRST FIRE 
PROTECTION DISTRICT OF THE 
TOWNSHIP OF ANTIOCH, LAKE 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: The term 'Tiouse" 
as used in this Ordinance shall 
mean and Include all the buildings 
used for dwellings 'and business pur- 
poses. 

SECTION 2: All houses in the 
First Fire Protection District shall 
be numbered and It is hereby made 
the duty of the owner, agent or 
person in possession of every house 
In the First Fire Protection District 
to number or cause the same to be 
numbered In the manner as is pro- 
vided in this ordinance. 

SECTION 3: All houses fronting 
upon the public thoroughfares with- 
in the First Fire Protection District 
shall be numbered by Lot and Block 
number or such other plan as may 
be directed by the i Chief of v the 
Antloch Fire Department, subject 
to the approval of said Board of 
Trustees. 

SECTION 4: The Chief of the 
Antioch Fire Department shall as- 
sign or cause to be assigned to each 
Lot or house its proper number and 



shall Inform the owner, agent or per- 
son In possession of such premises 
as to the number thereof at any time 
upon demand. 

SECTION 5: Each of the figures 
of every number shall be of such 
height as to be distinct and easily 
visible from the public road. Said 
numbers shall be placed In a con- 
spicuous place on the front of the 
property adjoining the public road. 

SECTION 6: It shall be the duty 
of the owner or agent of each build- 
ing now constructed or each new 
building In said First Fire Protec- 
tion District to ascertain from the 
office of the Chief of the* Antloch 
Fire Department the correct num- 
ber to be placed upon his building, 
and to place such number within 
Thirty (30) Days after notice by the 
Chief of the Antloch Fire Depart- 
ment, or withdn Thirty (30) Days 
after the completion of the building, 
in case of new buildings: 

SECTION?: It shall be the duty 
of the Chief of said Fire Department 
to enter upon a plat kept in his of- 
fice the number authorized from 
time to time in all buildings placed 
upon the lot for which such num- 
bers shall have been issued. 

SECTION' 8: In case duplicate 
numbers are placed on any single 
street or block and controversies 



shall arise with regard thereto, or 
any controversies' in respect to he 
numebers of various residences, the 
Chief of said Fire Department is 
hereby vested with power to direct 
each of those Involved as to the 
proper number for their respective 
buildings. Any person falling to 
comply with the directions as o 
numbers given by the Chief of said 
Fire Deportment shall be deemed 
to have violated this ordinance. No- 
tice to any owner or agent in writing 
signed by the Chief of said Fire 
Department shall be complied with 
within 30 days of the date thereof. 

SECTION 9: Any person being 
the owner or occupant of any build- 
ing In the First Fire Protection Dis- 
trict who shall violate any of he 
sections herein, or who after being 
notified by the Chief of said Fire 
Department to number any building 
owned or occupied by him, in con- 
formity with the provisions of this 
chapter, shall, for 30 days thereafter, 
fall to number such buildings, shall 
be subject to a penalty of Five 
($5.00) for each offense, and a fur- 
ther penalty of Five ($5.00) Dollars 
for every 30 days thereafter he 
shall so neglect or fall to so comply. 

SECTION 10, Any person who 
shall violate, neglect or refuse to 
observe any of the provisions of this
